Not only did 
they miss an intellectually stimulating play, one certainly 
worthy of their critical experience, but they also missed as 
fine a series of performances as have ever been turned in on 
the University Stage. 

Any group that attempta to put on a professional produc- 
tion run^ the risk of an unfavorable review. It is certain that 
the University Players; and the student body in general, would 
have accepted the appraisal of the critics, no jnatter how un- 
. favorable. The Players themselves need this professional criti- 
cism to use as a yardstick in analyzing their talents and their 
performances. The HATCHET reviewed the play, but Mr. 
Duberstein cannot match the experience of the three local 
reviewers. 

The University is an integral part of the Washington in- 
tellectual community. We deserve the attention of the local 
papers when we present our talent. The recent dance produc- 
tion did rate a review in the Star, although the critic only 
stayed through half the performance. 

To add insult to Injury, the dramatic fare of Catholic 
University is consistently reviewed by the local papers. SO 
was a recent Howard University production. Perhaps our 
drama has not been of the same caliber as that of Catholic 
University in the past, but this time it was and probably was 
even better. 

The University name and reputation is .attached to every 
production. The University Players and director Ben Schakt- 
man worked long and hard to produce this professional per- 
formance. The local papers owe them an appraisal of their 
work.

e THE ADMINISTRATION AT : 
the University of Pennsylvania has 
lilted the ban on the publication of 
The Dally Peansylvanlsn, campus 
newspaper. The publlcotlon will 
now operate as an independent 
free agent under University sanc- 
tion and will have student govern- 
ment allotted funds when the new 
editorial board takes over this 
week. 

The day the ban was lifted, 2,500 
issues of the Chicago Maroon, Uni- 
versity of Chicago paper, were dis- 
tributed on the Pennsylvania cam- 
pus with fly-leafs announcing re- 
sumption of Pennsylvania publica- 
tion with "complete editorial free- 
dom and integrity." 

’The student government refused 
to restore funds to the paper until 
the former editorial board left of- 
•fice. Following the ban on publl- 
catiiai of the Dally, its editor-in- 
chief, Melvin Goldstein, was placed 
on conduct probation for the rest 
of the semester. Goldstein was ab- 
sent fiim the meetings, of surviv- 
ing editorial staff and student gov- 
ernment officers which worked out 
a "proper agreement" to resume 
publication. Conduct iwobation , 
bars him from extracurricular ac- 
tivities. 

WhUe the Dally was suspended, 
copies of the Harvard Crhnsoai 
were distributed by Swarthmore 
College studenu because of dis- 
dpUnary threats against Penn stu- 
dents who attempted distribution.

• The Syracuse U, a magaslne 
published by students at Syracuse 
University will finally make an ap- 
pearance next month, about two 
months overdue. Publication, slated 
tor February 11, was held up on 
the orders of the university chan- 
cellor who objected to an article 
on the urdverslty’s food service. 
The article was a result of stu- 
dent complaints. The chancellor

Southern Methodist 

• After a lengthy effort. Editor 
Richard Hewitt was flnidly re- 
moved from his position climaxing 
a year-long fight of campus fac- 
thms. Hewitt had stirred up much 
controversy with editorial ptdlcies, 
so much so that a petition of re- 
call was organized to oust him 
from office. Over iOO signed the 
petltloa which took the isi^ to the 
poUt; but Hewitt held on to his of- 


fice by a vote of 1.290 against the 
ouster move to 583 in favor. Short- 
ly thereafter, however, Hewitt was 
effectively removed Iv a faculty 
senate committee for failure to 
complete certain required journal- 
ism courses. David Hughes, the 
editor who replaced Hewitt called 
the action "bush league ballyhoo." 
He felt the basic issue was not 
who was editor of the pdper. The 
Campus, but rather, "is the faculty 
senate going to dictate student 
activities or is the student gov- 
ernment."
